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DOLF Hitler re- 
A cently said, “If you 
can get a lie big enough 
and tell it often enough, 
you can get millions of 
people to believe it.” If 
any man ever proved the truth of 
that statement, Hitler has. The same 
thing is true in the realm of religion, 
for strange as it may seem, this world 
is in its present God-forsaken condi- 
tion because of lies told in the realm 
of religion.

If we are not born in sin, then, 
of course, this eliminates any need 
for any religious organization of any 
sort. Now, I do not agree with any 
church teaching that falsely teaches 
this. Their prescription for escaping 
this terrible brimstone and hell-fire 
and damnation varies with different 
churches. There is the mass. There 
is conversion. There is the Lord’s 
Supper. First and foremost, we are 
told, we must believe the story taught 
by each church, or no escape can be 
possible. 

Now, I do not believe that the great 
Creative Intelligence which hurled 
yon millions of planets into existence, 
ever ordained that any man, or wo- 
man, or baby was born in a naturally 
lost condition. The animals are not 
born with such a curse on them. The 
beautiful birds that fly around, the 
flowers and the trees—no such curse 
was placed upon them. Yet the Chris- 
tian church asks us to believe that 
the Great Creator of this universe so 
ordained things that unless we com- 
ply with the requirements of some 
church organization, we are complete- 
ly doomed and worse than that, can 
never know God. That is lie number 
one. 

Lie number two is the church story 
that 2,000 years ago, in a little vil- 
lage called Bethlehem, the Great Cre- 
ator of this universe was actually 
and literally born in the womb of 
another man’s wife and crucified on 
a cross. He lay dead in a tomb and 
later rose to save these little innocent 
babies and the rest of us from this 
terrible curse of utter destruction 
under which we were born. I do not 
believe that, either. Yet that is ex- 
actly what the entire Christian re- 
ligion teaches. Other religions teach 
the same thing, but they have differ- 


ent gods. For instance, in 
India, Chrishna was born 
of a virgin called Mary, 
was crucified on a cross, 
and rose from the dead in 
order to save the world 
from this terrific curse which auto- 
matically falls on the heads of us all, 
regardless of the fact that we had 
nothing to say about being born. This 
crucified god of India was on earta 
1,400 years before Christ was born. 
He was born on the 25th day of De- 
cember, too, we are told. There are 
some more crucified gods who also 
came down to earth to save the human 
race from this terrible curse which 
God Almighty placed upon each of 
us, before we were born. 

In several of my books I have given 
the names and dates of at least a 
score of these crucified gods of other 
religions and each one different. Let 
me say that no man or woman in 
their proper senses can believe such 
a story, when we have at least 20 
such stories. We know very well that 
they all came from the same origin, 
which origin was long before the 
crucified god of the Christians was 
ever heard of.

Dear Dr. Robinson: 


First of all I want to tell you that 
I am happy and proud to call myself 
your Student. I was brought up in 
the Catholic faith, my parents being 
strict Catholics sent me to Catholic 
schools and seminary.

for word, line for line and sentence 
py sentence the same. Even if we go 
to the old testament, which, by the 
way, is more recent than the new 
testament, we find the same Osiris 
teachings there. 

The famous Lord’s prayer of the 
Christian religion was known on this 
earth thousands of years before 
Christ was ever heard of. I can go on 
this way indefinitely, and show that 
we in America are asked to accept 
as the only God that which is nothing 
of the sort.

he dispatch very plainly shows 


that more people are going to church 
to try to find God than ever before, 
but it also shows that they do not 
find God in the church. I say this be- 
cause, while one million more people 
go to church, the loss in contributions 
is a quarter-billion dollars. When a 
man or woman finds God, they are 
very happy to support the organiza- 
tion which brought to them the 
knowledge of God. 

Now there is another lie to analyze 
and that is that Christianity has 
never been given a chance to save 
the world. This is the death song of 
the churches today. It has been given 
every chance to save the world. Its 
missionaries have gone into every 
corner of the earth. This government 
has given it its property tax free. It 
is given free time on the radio. It 
is allowed to stand on the street and 
on the church corner and preach, and 
still the only excuse for its failure is 
that “Christianity has never been 
tried.” That, I say, is lie number 
three. 

To be brutally frank, this world is 
in its present condition because Chris- 
tianity has been tried. A man who 
knows nothing about religion walks 
up the street some Sunday night and 
he sees a little religious group gath- 
ered there. Maybe it is the Salvation 
Army, The Methodist church, or it 
may be a Holy Roller organization ; in 
fact, it may be any one of a dozen 
forms. What does that man hear? He 
is politely told that unless he believes 
that he is a natural born sinner and 
that Jesus Christ died on the cross 
to save him from his sins, he is des- 
tined to swim eternally in a great lake 
of brimstone and fire. 

If that man is anything like I am, 
he will stick his hands in his pockets 
and walk away. Yet that is the Chris- 
tian story of God as taught in the 
Christian bible, and I say with all the 
energy I possess, that this story is not 
true, never was true, and never will 
be true. 

As a matter of fact, had that story 
never been told, this world would 
know God today, and there would be 
no such catastrophe as we are now 
witnessing. The reason the nations of 
the world are warring and the reason 
we have mad dictators is because the 
plain, simple truths of God have never 
been brought to this earth by any 


church organization in existence. 
They have not meant to tell us lies, 
but they have told us lies neverthe- 
less. 

My job is to come to the world with 
the truths of God and let these truths 
eliminate what is so evidently relig- 
ious tradition absorbed entirely from 
older and pagan systems of religion. 
This world does not want the blood 
of Jesus Christ at all. What this world 
wants is to know the present existence 
of the Invisible Spirit which is God, 
which created this universe millions 
of years ago, and which did a good 
job in that creation. 

Hitler is right in his statement. A 
lie repeated often enough will be be- 
lieved by millions. I publicly brand 
the story of the Christian church as a 
fabric of lies from beginning to end. 
I do this for two reasons. First, I 
want to help the church find God. 
Second, we of this Movement know 
that God exists entirely outside of 
the teaching of the Christian relig- 
ions or any other religion. I have not 
time in this article to go any further, 
but in closing, may I say to you that 
the plain, simple fact of religion is 
that when the Invisible Power which 
is God created man in the first place, 
He did a good job. He created you 
perfect. You may be perfect today, 
through simply recognizing in you 
the Invisible Spirit which is God, for 
let me assure you that that Spirit

I have written in this magazine be- 
fore on this. I want to write again. 
I happen to know that the heads of 
more than one large religious denom- 
ination read every word of every 
issue of the “Psychiana” Weekly, and 
I also know that there is quite a feel- 
ing that the Founder of this Move- 
ment should be consulted by the dif- 
ferent church heads.

Well, here is the one 
thing they can all agree on—they can 
agree on the present existence of the 
Great Spirit—God. Then, that one 
thing agreed on, they can spring into 
action, and literally throw the Power 
of that Great Spirit—God, against 
the forces of evil which are. devastat- 
ing this earth, and which-will contin- 
ue to devastate it until someone with 
enough faith in the Power of God 
to stop it, comes along. After this un- 
ion has been effected, the members of 
every church can embark upon a ser- 
ies of spiritual exercises which will 
actually put God to the test.
